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ACT 14 OF 1974 


THE KERALA APPROPRIATION (No. 2 ) ACT, 1974 


An Act to provide for the withdrawal of certain sums from and out of the Consolidated 
Fund of the State of Kerala for the services of the financial year commencing on the. 
first day of April, 1974 .. 

Preamble . - WHEREAS it is necessary to provide for the withdrawal of 
certain sums from and out of the Consolidated Fund of the State of Kerala 
for the services of the financial year commencing on the first day of April, 
1974 ; 

Be it enacted in the Twenty-fifth Year of the Republic of India as 
follows: 

1. Short title.This Actmay be called the Kerala Appropriation (No. 2 ) 
Acty 1974 . 

2 . Withdrawal of Rs. 499,61,01,000 from and out of the Consolidated Fund 
ofthe State of Kerala for the financial year commencing on the first day of April, 1974. 
From and out of the Consolidated Fund of the State of Kerala there may 
be paid and applied sums not exceeding those specified in column 3.of the 
Schedule amounting in the aggregate to the sum of four hundred and ninety 
nine crores, sixty-one lakhs and one thousand rupees (which shall be inclusive 
of the sum of one hundred and twenty -four crores, ninety lakhs, twenty-six 
thousand and three hundred rupces specified in section 2 of the Kerala Appro 
priation (Vote on Account) Act, 1974 (12 of 1974)] towards defraying the 
several charges which will come in course of payment during the financial 
year commencing on the first day of April 1974 , in respect of the services 
and purposes specified in column 2 of the Schedule .

3. Appropriation . The sums authorised to be paid and applied from 
and out of the Consolidated Fund of the State of "Kerala rythms Aot shall 
be appropriated for the services and purposesispecified in die Schedule in 
relation to the said year.

AWARD 
This industrial dispute between the above parties was referred to this 
Tribunal for adjudication by Covernment as per G. O. Rt. No. 1918 /71/ 
LSWD dated 25-9-1971. The issues referred for . adjudication are as 
follows: 

" (i) Revision ofwages and D.A. of workers (Daily-rated ) . 
(ii ) Provision of 24 days work in a month . " 

2. Pursuant to summons the Managements 2, 3, 4 , and 6 submitted 
Vakkalath and affidavits and the Union prayed for time. Managements 
1, 5 , 7 and 8 were absent and so they were declared ex -parte . On the next 
posting it was submitted that Management No. 1 has settled matters with 
the Union and the Minion submitted their claim statement. 

3. In the claim statement of the Union it was contended as follows: 

The eight Managemenis mentioned in the order of reference are the 
major commercial fabricators of tin containers for catering to the needs of 
the Oil Mills and Cashew Industries. The present rate of wages and D. A. 
applicable to the workers attached to the above units are extremely low and 
totally inadequate to meet eveu the modest requirements of the workers. 
The Union therefore placed a charter of demands by their letter dated 
28-7-1970 and tried to settle the dispute through negotiations and media 
tions, but could not do so . However the first employer mentioned in the 
reference order Shri H. A. Haneef, Managing Partner, Quilon Zenith Tin 
Works, Quilon , hassettled the dispute out of court on 26-10-1971. A copy 
of the settlement is filed along with the claim statement. It is requested 
that it may be found that there is no existing dispute between the first 
Management and the Union with regard to the issues referred . Regarding 
the other workers working under the other seven Managements the enhan 
cement of25 % of their basic wages with retrospective effect from 1-8-1970 , 
whether daily ruled or piece-rated , may bs ordered to be given by the other 
seven ernploy ... The minimum basic salary should be fixed at Rs. 4 per 
day. The workers may be paid D. A. at the rate of one paise per point 
per day over the poor of 500 points in the Quilon Cost of Living Index 
with effect from I- 8-1970 . All workers shall be given annual increments 
of basic wage by 25 paise . The picce rate wages of the Tinkers in all the 
above se en factories sho: ld be increased to Rs. 2.75 per 100 tins. Loading 
and unloadingstrk :13 inay be given a piece rate of Rs. 2.50 per con of 


sheri. All the workers should be provided with at least 24 days work in 

month or full vagus in licu iliercul Ilic tinkers and testing workers 
should be given an additional allowance of 25 % of their basic wages as 
risk allo :vance. Each worker should be supplied with 2 shorts and 2 bush 
shirts and 2 pairs of chap als every year free of cost. All the employers 
concerned in this dispute have the capacity to pay the afore mentioned 
emoluments to the workers. 

The union concluded with prayer that an award may be passed 
upholding iheir contentions. 

4 . TheManagements -, 3, 4 aad 6 filet separate reply statement. 
Managemca No. 7 also tilei reply statement with pečition and an affidavit 
to set aside the ex parte order which was set aside . 

5. In the reply statement subuitted by the Management No. 2. viz ., 
M /S . N. S. Tin Factory, Quilon , it was contended as follows: 

The issucs are not common to all the parties concerned and so the 
reference is not valid in law . The Union docs not represent all the workers 
in all the concerns made parties to the dispute. The concern of N. S. Tin 
factory is a sall wit carrying on tin fabricati. x work employing only 35 
workers , The Union has not terminated the settlement under section 19 ( 2 ) 
of the Industrial Disputes Act which was entered into between the manage 
ment and the union as per Industrial Dispute No. 31 of 1962 which was 
compromised . In the saiti settlement the Union had agreed not to raise 
.. any further demants involving financial commitments and that is why the 

settlemeat will continue until ierininated by two months notice on either 
side. The Union has been making several demands without confining to 
the issues referred for adjudication . Since most of the claims are not covered 
by the reference the Management is confining the reply statement only to 
the relevantissues referred by the Government. Regarding revision of wages 
an all round piece rate increase for all the workers is outside the ambit of 
the reference. The waçes paid to them at present are very fair and compare 
very , favourably with the wages paid in the industry. If further enhance 
ments are made in wages the industry will become unworkable . The claim 
for. enhancement of D. A. also is exorbitant, and is impossible to be 
implemented . 

Regarding issue No. 2 provision of 24 days work in a month , it has to 
be noted that the concern was paying lay-off compensation on days when 
there was no work previously . At present there are only 35 workers. But 
it is a fact that there is not enough work in the concern for even 35 workers 
continuously for i :ore than six months. In the factory in the year 1970 
there was work only for 141 days. In the year 1971 it was 181 days. As 
the quantum of work in the factory depends on the orders available , it is 
not possible for the Management to give 24 days work in a month as 
demanded by the Union . The condition of paying lay off compensation for 
45 days in an year was accepteči by the Management at a time when there 
werc 69 workers in the factory. Now even though the workers are only 35 
and there is no legal obligation on the part of the Management it is being . 


continued because of the threat of direct action and the pressure exerted by 
the workers. Therefore no provision ca.: be made assuring the workeis á 
definite number of working days every month . 

The Management concluded with a prayer that an award may be passed 
upholding their contentions . 

6. Management No. 3, viz., Vijaya Mohan Metal Printers, Asranam , 
Q lilor , submitted their reply statemeni in which they have contendel 
that the claims have no relevance to it as it has stopped its business and 
Tetrenched its workers . 

7. Management No. 4 , viz., the Managing Parinci, Poyilakada 
Enterprises, Asramam , Quilon , has submitted their reply state rent in which 
they have contended that the in fabrication business conducted by the 
Management of Poyilakada Enterpris, 9 was stopped with eltert from 14th 
November 1970 and the workers were given payment of retrenchuent con 
pensarion as per law . 

8. Asmentioned above, Management No. 5 did not care to submit 
the reply statement and so the ex-parie order against them was made 
absolute . 

9. In the reply statement submittelby the Management No. 6 , viz ., 
P.R. P. Tin Factory, Puthanthode, Quilon , they have reiterated all the 
contentions put forward l y tue Management No. 2 and have pointed out 
that they are employing only 22 workers, that they are not operating on 
commercial fabrication scale and selling the tins in the open market , that 
they are supplying oily partof the tin requirements of K. P. P. ġroup cashew 
factorics, that all the clạims put forward by the Union are exorb.tant and 
impracticable and so an award may be passed oismiss.ng the demands of the 
Union 

10. In the .reply statement submitted by Ms. M.S. Tin Factory, 
which is Managerent No. 7, all the contentions put forward by the other 
Managernents werc reiterated and finally concluded with a prayer that the 
derrands made by the Union are inconscionable and so an award may be 
passed upholding the contentions of the Management. 

11... In the reply statement submitted hy Management No. 8 , viz., 
Sivadas & Co., 1. C. Tin Factory , Kilikolloor, it was contended that the 
I. C. Tin Factory is a small unit carrying on tin fabrication work employing 
cally 18 workers, that there was an ag een between the workers and the 
Managernent regarding wages in the year 1965 and that both par jey are 
adhering to the same. The other contentions set up by the Management 
are more or less sim and siinilar with those of the other Managerrents and 
the Management finally concluded with a prayer that an award inay be 
passed in their favou.. 

12. The Union thereaf.cr submitted a replication cont)overting allthe 
llegations mau ,by the Managements l espectively. 

13 :. The case came up for evidence. But just like the first Manage 
ment all the ober Managements except No. 5 entered into compromise 
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with the Union representing their workers and submitted the memoranda 
of compromise , separately which are shown below.as " Annexures . 

As far as Magagement No. 5 is concerned the Union has not 
specified any specific domands against them and so I hold that there is no 
dispute between the Union and Management No. 5 at present. 

15. Regarding the other Managements, as I have mentioned above , 
ManagementNo. 1 has compromised with the Union even before the date of 
first appearance of the parties before this court and so I declare that there is 
no subsisting dispute between the managementNo. 1 and the Union at pre 
sent. Regarding the other Managements , viz., Managements 2 , 3 , 4 , 6 , 7. 
and 8 the terms and conditions of comproraise entered into hy them with 
the Union appear to be just and reasonable and so I pass my award in 
terras of the same. This award shall come into force on the expiry of thirty 
days from the date of its publication in the Goveroment Gazette .

Short recital of the case 


A dispute arose between the Management of M /s N. Supdareswaran , 
Tin Factory, Kochupilarnood , Quilon and their workmen represented by 
the Quilon District T in Factory Workers Union , Quilon regarding revision 
of wages, D. A., annual increment etc, contained in the latters Memo 
randum of Demands dared 26-7-1970 These demands were discussed 
between the parties and the following agreement was finally arrived at on 
30-12.1973 . 


Terms of Settlement 
It is agreed by the Management to give an enhancement of 
50 p . in tinc daily wage rate of each workman. The list of workers is at 
ched as Annexure A . 

(2) Themanagement agrees to give a minimum of fifteen days full 
work in a month . 

(3 ) In view of clause two above themaximum period for which lay -off 
compensation will be paid is fortyfive days in a period of twelve months in 
a calendar year. Lay-off compensation will be paid on the basis of muster 
roll wages in accordance with the existing practice . In other words the 
existing practice regarding minimum of 15 days work and lay-off compen 
sation will be continued . 

(4 ) The existing D. A. system will continue . 

(5 ) A sum of Rs. 2,720 (Two thousand seven huidred and twenty) 
will be paid in full and final settlement of the claims of the workmen for 
enhancement in wages from the date of memorandum of the Union . This 
armount will be paid to the Secretary of the Union on 10-12-1973 for Appor 
tionment among to their Union members. 

(6 ) The minimum work load will be 2200 tins per day . 
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(7) This agreement will come into force with effect from 21-11-1975 

8 The Union agree to the above terms.

over the dismissal of Shri K.J. Thomas , referred to this Court for adjudi 
cation under Section 10 (1) (c) of the Industrial Disputes Act, 1947 (Central 
Act XIV of 1947) by the Government of Kerala , in their Order, Labour & 
Social Welfare ( H ) Department, G.O. Rt. No. 1111/68 /LSWD), Trivandrum 
dated 16-12-1968 . 

2. In pursuance of notice issued , the parties entered appearance and 
put in their respective statements . 

3. The case of Shri K. J. Thomas stated briefly is as follows: He was 
working as a Typist-cum -Clerk ofthe Rubber Inc ust.ial Co-operative Society 
Ltd. No. 4093 , Kottayam -4 for the last 11 years. His salary and allowances 
were Rs. 133 per mensem and he was eligible for increment at the rate of 
Rs. 7 per year and D. A. Rs. 15 . A memo dated 7-6-1958 , was received by 
him liom the society stating that pending enquiry, he is suspended from 
service with effect from 8-6-1968. Subsequently , on 17-5-1968 a memo dated 
14-6-1968 was received by him asking for explanation regarding some charges 
levelled ag - inst him . The charges levelled agzinst himn were (1) TheWay 
B :ll , copy ofinvoice, Demand Draft and covering letter duly signed and 
entrusted with hin by the Secretary of the Society on 22-3-1963 for being 
despatched to the Syndicate Bank, Ernakulam were not sent to the said Bank . 
( 2 ) He falsely entered in the outward register.kept in the office of the society 
Chat the above said papers were despatched to the Syndicate Bank, Erna 
kuiam on 22-3-1968 itfelf. (3 ) He sent the Way Bill to or caused it to reach , 
after terring off its top portion and after writing or causing to be 
written the note “ N. B. Bill Alg1000 185m clear najgm . demurage 
R9,053 pro mono 

moda ? O O O aro 166 0086MODO 
201, Von ? 

വളരെ comujoowl140mm .." at the bottoin 
of the said Way Bill M /s. Singh Traders Ernakulam . (4 ) He 
refused to purchase the bond paper for executing the indemnity fond as 
directed hy the Secretary of the society with a view to delay the execution 
of the bond and thereby to enable M / s. Singh Traders to take delivery of 
the consigament" . Sri Thomas filed his explanation regarding the charges 
and according to him , he did not do anything irregular and on the other 
hand, the sapers signed by the Secretary were handed over to the peon of the 
society for posting at the Post Office after entering the same in the despatch 
register. He did not known as to how the Singh Traders happened to 
recive the papers. Hedid not tear off the top portion of the covering letter 
in theway bill and he did not also write anything in Malayalam as alleged , 
at the botten portion of the covering letter. As regards the charge that he 
retured to purchse the bond paper for extecuting the indemnity bond , his 
casess that on 6-5-1963, as directed by the Secretary, he went to purchase 
the bond paper for Rs. 2. Buthe was told that for issuing the bond paper, 
a lottery ticket for one rupee should also be taken . He did not purchase the 
lottery ticket. Therefore the bond paper was not sold to him . He informed 
the inatter to the Secretary on the same date itselt and the Secretary told 
him that he himself will purchase the bond paper. Not satisfied with the 
explanation , the society conducted an enquiry against him . In the enquiry , 
he was not informed about the witnesses proposed to be examined on the side 
of the management. On the other hand , he was simply asked to appear at 
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the society office on a particular date . When he went there , some witnes33 
were examined and even though he requested that bic wants time to cross 
examine the witnesses, as the names of witcsses were not intimated to him 
earlier, the committee which enquired into the matter did not allow this 
request and he was forced to cross-examine the witnesses imediately. Because 
of this he could not cross-examine the witnessus cffectively . Further, at the 
duinestic iniquiry , there was no evidence whatsoever to prove the changes 
against him . The committee which enquired into the matter found hiru 
guilty a d finally he was dismissed from service . There is absolutely 2:0 
justification to arrive at a conclusion that he was quilty of the charges 
Tevelled against hin . Further he was also not given sufficient opportunity to 
defend himself at the enquiry . Under these circumstances, it is requested 
that the dismissal order may be set aside and he should be reinsated in 
service with back wages. 

4. The case of the management is that on the above mentioned charges 
a proper domestic enquiry was conducted against him and he charges were 
proved and therefore he was dismissed from service. In the enqury, it was 
proved that he deliberately despatched the Way Bill etc., to Singh Traders 
instead of despatching the same to the Syndicate Ba k at Ernakulam and he 
colluded with the Singh Traders so that he can receive the arount wa ds 
the price of the articles from the Singh Traders. 

5. On the side of the worser , he was examined as W.W. I and Exhi 
bits W. I to W. 3 were got filed. On the side of the management, two 
witnesses were examined as E. Ws. 1 and 2 and Exhibis E. 1 to E. 5 (a ) 
were goi filed . 

6. Now the question for consideration is whether the dismissal of Sr. 
Thomas can be justified and if not to what relief he is entitled to ? Before 
coming to the merits of the case , it is necessary to refer to the contention of 
the management society thas thit Court has no jurisdic ion to enquire into 
this mat er and under the Co -operative Societies Act, it is the Registar of Co. 
operative Societies who has got jurisdiction in this matter. Even though such 
a contention was raised in the written objections filed by the management, 
subsequently , this contention was not pressed at the arguinent stage. Regar. 
ding the dismissal of a workman, this Court has got jurisdiction to enquire 
into the matter when a reference is made by the Government regarding the 
same. Since this contention is not pressed before me at the final stage, it is 
not necessary to deal with this matter in detail . 

7. Now coming to the merits of the case, it is seen that on 21-3-1968 
the management society booked five Gunny Bundles of N. C. Sheets worth 
Rs. 724/84 paise from Kottayam to Ernakulam by " SELF" through 
M /s. Sree Narayana Transports as per Way Bill No. 346943 . These goods 
were booked to M /s, Kerala Leather Corporation , Ernakulam . The practice 
in the society was to despatch the goods to the consignees for cle rance 
through bank and accordingly , the Way Bill, Invoice, Pemand Draft and 
covering leiter in duplicate signed by the Secretary of the suciety cn 22-3-1968 
were entrusted with Sri Thomas on the same day itselt for being despatched , 
the originals to the Syndicate Bank , Ernakulam and the copies to 
M /s. Kerala Leather Corporation , Ernakulam who had placed the order for 


these goods with the Sales Agent of the society . In the outward register 
naintained in the society, Sri Thomas wrote that these goods were 
despatched by him . But these goods were not received by either the 
Syndicate Bank, Ernakulam or the Leather Corporation with the result the 
consignee complained to the Sales Agent who reported the matter to the 
Secretary of the society and he began to investigate the matter. On 
26-4-1968 the Bank wrote to the society stating that they have not received , 
the papers alleged to be sent on 22-3-1968. The Secretary believing that the 
goods might be lying uncleared with the Transport Agency took steps to 

take delivery of the same after executing an indemnity bond and for that 
· purpose asked Sri Thovias to procure the necessary stamp papers and a 

sample form for preparing and executing the bond . But Sri Thomas 
wilfully delayed the matter for a number of days. In the meanwhile , 
Sri Thomas caused the Way Bill to be delivered 10 M /s. Singh Traders, 
Ernakulam who took delivery of the goods from the Transport Agency on 
13-5-1969 . On enquiry it was revealed that the acdress. portion of the 
çovering letter and invoice were torn offand certain suspicious notes were 
made at the foot of the covering letter. The society made enquiries regard 
ing the wrong and late delivery of the goods and on , contacting M /s. Singh 
Traders they expressed their readiness to make good the value of the goods to 
the society which they did and the society in order to avoid , litigation and 
loss to the society accepted the payment. Nevertheless the society felt 
constrained to enquire how the two letters with the enclosures alleged to be 
despatched by post on 22-3-1968 were not duly received by the addresses and 
cameto the irresistible conclusion that they were not in fact, despatched . 

The Governing body ofthe society questioned the Secretary, the Sales Agent, 
Sn Thomas and the peon of the society and recoried their statements on 
7-6-1968 and caroe to the conclusion that the conduct of Sri. Thomas was 
prima facie improper and hence decided to institute a domestic enquiry after 
keeping Sri Thomas under suspension . The managing comunittee who .. 
conducted the enquiry , cameto the conclusion that Sri Thomas was guilty 
of the charges levelled against him as stated above. This is the case of the 
management. 

8. The case of Sri Thomas is that the papers signed by the Secretary 
were put in a cover and address jwas typed and he handed over the same 
to the peon of the society . for being despatched to the addressees. He did 
notknow as to what happened further. He had 110t torn of any portion of 
the Way Bill or covering letter. He did not also make griy entry therein , 
alleged by the management. 

9: The fact that the papers did = nox reach the Syndicate Bank or 
Kerala Leather Corporation is undisputed . So also the fact that the Way 
Bill vas received by the Singh Traders and ihey took delivery of the 
articles is also no disputed. The question to be considered is whether 
Su Thomas was responsible for this. There is no direct evidence regarding 
the fact that Sri Thomas wrote something on the covering letier as alleged 
by themanagement. So also there is no direct evidence to show that it 
* Sri Thomas who had sent the Way Bill Petc., to the Singh araders so as 
to e able them to take delivery of the goods. However, the managing 


cotomitree which enquired into the matter came to the conclusion that 
Sri Thomas was reponsible for the sarge. The contention of Sri Thomas 
is that there is no evidence whatsoever in order to say that he had done 
this . According to him , it must have been done by the peon or the 
Secretary and le had nothing to do with that. His duty was only to cnt:ust 
the papers to the peon and it was the peon who was taking the same to the 
post office for being posted. As usual, he u trus:cd the papers t the peo.. 
for posting after noting the fact in the despatch register. 

10. The learned couase for the worker Sri Thonas has in alled out 
certain circumstar.ces which would go to show that Sri Thomas is innocent 
in this mater . According to him , on 26-4-1968 the Syrulicate Bank 
informed the Secretary of the management society that the bank did not 
receive the said papers. But surprisingly the Secretary did not ke any 
action or make any enquiry till 21-5-1968 even though the letter from the 
bank was received ty the Secretary on 26-4-1963. For this, the Secjetary 
or the management have not offered any explanation . Subsequently , the 
management received the amount towards the price of the article froin 
the Singh Traders and it was less than Rs. 25 actually due. Twenty five 
rupees were due to the Kerala Leather Works from the society end it dhe 
bill to Kerala Leather Works, the society had deducted those Rs. 25 apart 
from commission etc. No amount was due to the Singh Traders from this 
society : As such , when the society received the amount from the Singh 
Traders, there was absolutely no justification to receive payment sleduct 
ing Rs. 25. This is the circumstance according to the learneri coursel for 
the worker that the people who were dealing with this matter were tot 
innocent and that was why they went to the cxtent of rece ving Rs. 25 
less, from the Singh Traders towards the cost of the articles take: delivery 
by them . The management did not also take any action against Singh 

Traders who had taken delivery of the goods even though Singh Traders 
. had not placed any orders with them . Again according to him , the 
management ditl not take any criminal proceeding : againt Sri Thimas or 
others and if criminal proceedings had been started , it could have been 
easy to detect the handwriting of the Malayalam entry written in the for 
warding letter. This was a deliberate omission by the management society 
because if criminal proceedings had been started , the handwriting in 
Malayalam in the forwarding letter could have been detecied by causing 
it to be examined by the handwriting expert and the real culprit could 
have been got at. The management feared that the izal culprit will be 
detected if the matter was reported , to the police and that was why the 
management did not choose to report the matter to the police, and this is 
a strong circumstance which goes against the management accordi g to the 
learned counsel for the worker. It is further pointed out that even though 
the society came to know of the fact that the Syndicate Brabad Tot 
received the papasas early as 26-4-1963, the management did rotinke any 
action till 21-5-1963. These aspects go against the guilt of the orker in 
this inatter and the inférence possible is that the management was sct acting 
hoestly in this matter according to the learned counsel for the worlar . 


Sri Thomas in his evidence as, W.W. I has clearly stated that he had noth 
ing to do with the papers reaching the Singh Traders. E. W. 1 is the 
President of the society from 1965 onwards, E. W. 1 has admitted that the 
price of the article received from the Singh Traders was twenty five rupees 
less . He has not offered any explanation for the same. His explanation as 
to why action was not taken against Singh Traders is when they made 
enquiries, Singh Traders have stopped the business at Ernakulan . But in 
the chief examination E.W. 1 has admitted that Singlı Traders were there at 
Ernakulam during the time the enquiry in this matter was conducted . There 
fore the explanation of E. W. 1 regarding this aspect does not seen to be 
satisfactory. The fact that the society received only twenty- five rupees less 
from the Singh Traders towards the price of the goods taken delivery by 
them , is a very suspicious circumstance as far as this transaction is concerned . 
As regards the procedure in the society E. W. 1 has stated that letters etc. 
signed by the Secretary will be handed over to Sri Thomas for being 
despatched . W. W. 1 Sri. Thomas will hand over these " papers to the peon 
who will put the samein the envelope and the peon will post these papers, 
The contention of the learned counsel for the worker that the failure on the 
part of the society to initiate criminal proceedings is a circunstance which 
will go to show that themanagement of the society was afraid to bring to light 
the real culprit has got great force. * As contended by the learned counsel if 
criminal proceedings had been taken , there was every possibility of detecting 
the handwriting in Malayalam in the covering letter and this woud have 
brought to light the real culprit. But the management did not care to do 
that eventhough there was no direct evidence to find out as to who 
committed this mischief. This is a circumstance which goes against the 
bona fides of the management in dealing with this matter . E. W : 2 is only 
the present Secretary of the society and he has not given any useful evidence 
in this case . 

11. The learned counsel for the management has contended before me 
that the circumstance which goes against Sri Thomas is that he delayed 
purchasing the bond paper as directed by the Secretary for executing the 
indemnity bond. As regards this contention , W.W. I would swear that on 
the very same day , he was asked to purchase the bond paper, he reported 
the matter to the Secretary explaining the circumstances under which he 
could not purchase the bond paper as stated earlier . The Secretary has 
not given evidence before this Court against this . As such , I do not see 
any reaso :1 to disbelieve W.W. 1 regarding this matter . Another impor 
tant circumstance regarding this matter is that when the Secretary was 
informed by the bank people that they did not receive the papers, the 
Secretary could have written to the transporting agency not to deliver the 
goods to anybody till further direction was given froin the society . But no 
zuch communication is seen to have been sent to the transporting agency . 
When such a communication was received from the bank , ceriainly the 
Secretary of the society could have written to the Sree Narayana Transports 
Etopping delivery of the articles to the consignee . Even if W.W. I had 
refused to purchase the bond paper , the Secretary himself could have 


purchased the bond paper, for executing the indemnity bond and in fact 
subsequently, it was the Secretary himself who purchased the bond paper. 
When the Secretary received the communication from the bank on 26-4-1968 
that the bank people had not reccived the papers, the delay in taking action 
till 21-5-1968 and the attempt to put the whole blame on W.W. I seems 
to be suspicious . Under the circumstances, from the materials placed 
before this Court, I do not see any justification to come to the definite 
conclusion that it was Sri Thomas who sent the papers to Singh Traders 
or it was Sri Thomas who wrote in malayalam in the forwarding letter : 
There is also no evidence adduced before this court to prove that Sri. 
Thomas refused to purchase the bord paper as directed by the Secretary . 
Sri Thomas has also got a case that purchasing bond paper is not his duty . 
Regarding this also , the management has not adduced any evidence to show 
that it was the duty ofW.W. I to purcha e the stamp paper when asked 
by the Secretary . Even apart from all these , from the available evidence 
in this case , what is scen is that W. W. 1 went to purchase the stamp 
paper as directed by the Secretary and reported to the Secretary on , the 
same day itself the circumstances under which he could not purchase the 
stamp paper. The Secretary has not given evidence before this court 
against this. As such , it is clear that the management has not succeeded to 
place Jeliable evidence before this Court to substantiate the charges against 
Sri Thomas. 

12. The learned counsel for the management has contended that a 
proper domestic enquiry was conducted against him and in the domestic 
enquiry, the charges levelled against him have been proved and as such 
this court cannot interfere with the finding after the enquiry . He has also 
submitted that this court cannot act as an appellate authority regarding 
the finding of the enquiry committee and this position is clear from several 
decisions of our Supreme Court. As regards the contention that this court 
cannot sit as an appellate authority regarding the finding of the enquiry 
committee, it has to be stated that this contention is correct. But it has 
to be looked into whether the finding of the enquiry committee is based 
upon legal evidence and if it is not based upon legal evidence, there is no scope 
to accept the same. Further if the enquiry was not fair and proper con 
forming to the principles of natural justice it is not possible to accept the 
finding based upon such an enquiry . In this case, on behalf of the worker , 
it is contended that he was not informed sufficiently, early regarding the 
witnesses proposed to be examined at the enquiry and as such , he could not 
effectively cross -examine the witnesses . It is also pointed out that the 
notice issued to him did not state that he must be present for an enquiry 
and on the other hand, it was only stated that he should be present at the 
society office on a particular date . The contention of the worker that he 
was not intimated about the names of witnesses proposed to be examined 
on the side of the management sufficiently early has got some force. The 
management has no case that W.W. I was informed about the witnesses 
proposed to be examined on the side of the management sufficiently early ; ; 
If the names of the witnesses proposed to be examined were not informed 
to the delinquent employee, sufficiently early , it is common knowledge tnat 
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the employee cannot effectively cross examine the witnesses in support of 
his defence. But here the case of the management is that W.W. I did not 
want an adjournnıent of the enquiry for cross examining the witnesses. The 
case of the worker is that he requested that an adjournment may be given so 
that he may get time to prepare for the cross examination of the witnesses. 
But the enquiry committee did not allow the same. 

Under the circum 
stances, the examination of witnesses at the domestic enquiry without giving 
W. W. I the names of witnesses proposed to be examined on the side of the 
management suficiently early was not proper and as such , it cannot be said 
that this enquiry was conducted properly conforming to the principles of 
natural justice. Even apart from this , the question to be considered is as 
to whether there was legal evidence at the enquiry to prove the charge 
against W. W. 1. There was no direct evidence whatsoever regarding the 
fact that it was W.W. 1 who sent the papers to Singh Traders. 

So also 
there was no direct evidence to say that the writing in malayalam in the 
forwarding letter was made by W.W. 1. It is true that the peon who gave 
evidence at the domestic enquiry stated that he did not do anything and he 
posted the cover handed over to him by W.W. 1. Simply accepting this 
statement, will not be proper.. ; Sufficient reasons should be given by the 
enquiry officer as to why this statement can be accepted . The reasoning 
adopted by the enquiry committee does not seem to be acceptable in view 
of the circumstances available in this case . This is a case in which W.W : 1 
had a contention that the peon himself might have done the mischief. 
Under the circunstance , it was not fair and proper to accept the mere state 
ment of the peon . The circumstance relied upon by the enquiry officer is 
that W.W. 1 deliberately delayed purchasing the stamp paper for executing, 
the bond . I have already adverted to this aspect and came to this conclusion 
that it is too flinsy. On a perusal of the whole evidence and circumstances 
there is no other go but to hold that there was no legal evidence at the 
domestic enquiry in order toʻarrive at a finding that the charges levelled 
against W.W. I have been proved . If the finding of the enquiry officer is 
not based on proper legal evidence , there is absolutely no scope to accept 
the finding. In this view also , the finding of the enquiry committee cannot 
be accepted in this matter. Under the circumstances, the disinissal of 
W.W. 1 cannot be upheld and it has to be set aside. 

13. But the present President of the Society has given evidence that 
after Sri. Thomas was dismissed from service, he was working in different 
concerns and at pre ent, also lie is working in some other concern . Sri. 

Thomas has denied this case of the managemeat. According to him , he is 
not working anywhere. As stated by the President , if Sri. Thomas was 
actually workig in someother concern , it was easy for the management to 
have examined the einployer before this Court to prove this fact. The mana 
gement has not cared to do this . Under the circumstance, there is no scope 
10 accept the m -re statement ofthe President that Sri. Thomas was working 
spinewhere else after :be dismissal. 

14. Before !cavi ig this case, it is also necessary to refer to a petition 
file I by the leared counsel for the management at the final stage . In that 
petition he wanted to decide the question whether the enquiry was proper 


or not as a pielimi iary issileid! if it is four d that the cnquiry was not 
proper , themanagement should bc given further time to adduce independent 
evidence before this court. There is absolutely no scope to allow such a 
request at the final stage of the case . It is for the management to decide 
whether the enquiry was proper and to proceed orthat basis or to adduce 
independent evidence before this court regarding the charges levelled against 
the employee.. As such , this request cannot be allowed , 

15. In the result, for the reasons already stated , the dismissal of 
Sri.K.J. Thomas is set aside and themariagement is directed to reinstate him 
in service.When the dismissal has been set aside and the employee is directed 
to be reinstated in service , there is no reason as to why back wages should be 
denied to him . The management is therefore directed to pay back wages 
also to Sri. Thomas from the date of his dismissal till the date of reinstate 
ment in service . 

Thé ma: agement will also pay Rs. 25 to Sri. Thomas 
towards costs in these proceedings An award is passed as stated above 

This award will come into force on the expiry of 30 days after its publi 
cation in the Government Gazette
